It is lines like these that give 
Tennyson the foremost place as word 
painter among modem English poets. 
The critic may raise the objection 
that the landscape of the Lotus Eat­ 
ers could never have been.

Besides, it can be proved that he is, 
where he would be, a true nature 
poet. 
‘It is well to note the different point 
of view from which Tennyson and 
Wordsworth 
regarded 
nature. 
The 
elder joet communed with a spiritual 
presence in nature, and worshipped 
the mystic soul of sky, mountain glen 
and humble flower. The l»eauty of the 
external 
face 
of 
nature 
appealed 
strongly to Tennyson. He loved pic­ 
torial effects, and he sought in na­ 
ture and her phenomena subjects for 
his poetic 
canvas.

artist 
could paint pictures corresponding to 
these:

He often turned to nature because 
her sensuous charms delighted his 
eye or ear.

Of these interest- 
ing characteristics, ir we except the 
most profound, his wonderful devel- 
opment of a stauncui faith during an 
age of social and religious unrest, 
none stand out more, prominently than 
his power ro produce upon, us Im- 
pressions of the "Work! Beautiful," 
'through tlie use of color and sound 
words. 
If we borrow the language 


thut his contemporary Robert,Brown- 
ing used in describing the you thru] 
David in that stirring poen, "Saul" 
we may fitly designate the music and 
vivid coloring of Tennyson's poetiy 
in the words. 
"Those lilies still living and blue 
.lust broken to twine round thy harp 


strings ' 


Ten thousand lines mark Tennyson 


as being a sounding harp twined with 
the lilies blue of magnificent color 


It is not to be imagined that he at- 


tained 
this 
siiiRiilai 
perfection 
bv 


the mere use of sound-sense terms 
and gorgeous phrases suggesting col- 
oring. Tennyoon was one of the most 
painstaking as well as the most deep- 
ly seeing of poets. 


An evidence of this m.iy- lie t. 


in Mie perfection which his incessant 
revision gave him in Wie mechanic 
of his craft. Mechanics, however, wi.. 
not account for all. The .perfection 
which he attained has little of the 
formal 
regularity 
of ithe classical 


writers. Indeed he was condemned tit 
the outset on the score of extreme 
irregularity. 
The 
perfection 
lies 


rather in 
lifting 
every 
line 
and 


phrase above the level of prose and 
partakes therefore of the substance 
as well as of the form. He combin- 
ed in some degree the music of both 
Coleridge and Shelley with the color 
of Keats, and to the example which 
he set of formal finish is to lie trac- 
ed the almost flawless craftsmanship 
of the hundreds of versifiers who have 
followed him.

Tennyooii was one of the most 
painstaking as well as the most deep- 
ly seeing of poets. 


An evidence of this may* be seen 


in t-he perfection which his incessant 
revision gave him in She mechanic 
of his craft. Mechanics, however, will 
not account 'for all. The 'perfection 
which he attained has little of the 
formal
